Thi  tc'tal  trade  between  the 
two  countries  for  1911,  shows  an  In- 
crease over  1910  of  no  less  than  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  balance 
o.'  trade  was  overwhelmlng'ly  In  favor 
of    Canada. 

The  Australian  lmi>orta  from  Canada 
amounted  to  £844,286  and  t>»e  Austral- 
Ian  exports  to  Canada  £118,284.  Agri- 
cultural Implements  wera  the  largest 
single  Item  under  the  heading  of  Im- 
Rprts.  Canada  shipped  to  Australia 
over  a  million  dollars  worth  of  farm 
machinery.  Nearly  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  canned  fish 
were  sent  to  Australia,  which  was  a 
decrease  of  over  one  h\indred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  1910.  Printing:  pa- 
per to  the  value  of  $600,000  was  shipped 
to  Australia  from  Canada.  There  was 
a  b)g  increase  in  timber  shipments,  the 
total  amount  for  1911  being  over  $600,- 
000,  The  other  principal  exports  to 
A^ustralia  Includad  liquors,  boots  and 
shoes.  metal  manufactures  and 
bicycles. 

The  bulk  of  the  export  to  Canadl. 
from  Australia  arc  frozen  mutton,  lamb 
arid  other  meats,  hides  and  skins.  But-, 
ter  declined  by  »68,000.  causftd  by 
higher  prices  ruling  in  Australia  and 
through  New  Zc^aland  enjoying  a  pref- 
erence of  1  cent  per  pound.  In  veg«- 
t.ible  proiKicts,  Victorian  onions  were 
rc^pon.iible    for    over    »20,000. 

The  wheat  crop  of  the  Commbn- 
woalth  showed  «.  decrease  for  the  sea^ 
son  of  1911  of  22,551.345  bushels,  ad 
cc;:^."2red  with  t*ie  present  season.

Progresolve  party  of  which 
Cfoloiiet  Roosevelt  is  sponsor,  was  held 
today  In  the  coliseum,  and  while  the 
sitting  was  attended  by  all  the  usual 
ceremony  and  paraphernalia  of  a  na- 
tional political  assemblage,  the  actual 
proceedltvgn  were  those  of  a  love  feast. 
Not  a  dissenting  voice  was  raised  durhur 
the  session.  The  question  of  negro  re- 
presentation from  the  south  had  caused 
friction  earlier  in  the  day  In  the  na- 
tional committee,  but  on  the  floor  of 
the  convention  there  was  no  echo  of 
this  fight.  The  delegates  were  at  times 
explosive  In  their  enthusiasm.  Many 
state  delegations  came  Into  the  hail 
singing  and  shouting  in  their  delight  at 
the  birth  of  the  new  party,  and  three 
hours  later  left  the  building  In  the  same 
happy  frame  of  mind. 

Although  green  hands  were  supposed 
to  be  at  the  helm,  the  machinery  of  the 
convention  worked  smoothly  and  effi- 
ciently. There  was  no  roll  call  of  dele- 
gates, but  the  delegate  section  of  the 
floor  was  entirely  filled.  The  alternate 
section   had   its  full   quota. 

When  the  proceedings  began,  the  gal- 
leries had  few  empty  seats.

Cabinet  Orders  Arrest  of  Tv^o 
Ex-IVIinisters-— Sultan  Re- 
fuses to-  Receive  President 
of  Chamber 


■C O N S 1' A N TINOPLB,  -Aug.    5."- An- 

imperlal  decree  was  issued  today  dis- 
solving the  Turkish  parliament.  The 
chamber  passed  a  vote  of  want  of  con- 
fidence in  the  cabinet.  The  president 
of  the  chamber  called  at  the  palace  to 
report  the  action  of  the  chamber  but 
the  Sulton  de<.'lined  to  receive  him.  It 
is  reported  that  the  cabinet  has  ordered 
the  arrest  of  Talaat  Bey,  ex-minister 
of  the  Interior;  DJavid  Bey,  ex-mlnl.s- 
ter  of  finance,  and  olher  leading  nieni- 
bcrs  of  the  committee  of  progres.'^. 
Order  prevails,  but  the  troops  are  held 
In  readiness  at  Important  points  and 
detachments  are  patrolling  the  streets. 
A  gunboat  is  «nchored  off  the  quay 
near    the   parliament   buildings. 

The  imperial  decree  sets  forth  that 
the  duration  of  the  deputies'  mandate 
a:3  determined  by  the  senate  is  confined 
to  giving  an  arbitrary  decision  regard- 
ing the  constitution's  claims  at  issue 
which  necessitated  the  dissolution  of 
the  preceding  chamber.  The  deputies 
have  completed  this  task,  which  be- 
came necessary  in  accordance  with  the 
finding  of  the  senate  to  termlnalo  the 
existence    of   the   chamber. 

"I  consequently  ordain,"  concludes  the 
Sultan,  "the  closing  of  the  chamber 
and  fresh  elections  in  conformity  with 
the    constitution." 

The  cabinet  decided  to  proclaim  a 
slate  of  siege  In  Constantinople  for 
forty  days.  An  Imperial  rescript  was 
read  in  tho  chamber  to  the  effect  that 
tho  cabinet  had  full  confidence  In  the 
Sultan,  who  regretted  the  attitude  of 
the  late  deputies,  especially  tlie  presi- 
dent, who  failed  to  Inform  the  chamber 
of   the   decree  of  dissolution. 

The  elections  will  begin  at  an  early 
date,  in  order  that  tho  new  chamber 
may  meet  in  the  first  fortnight  of  No- 
vember In  accordance  with  the  law.

l^Yom  a  timbered  country  like  Sweden 
where  tlie  most  modern  methods  of 
conservation  of  the  forests  are  in  prac- 
tice, comes  testimony  to  the  thorough- 
ness and  efficiency  of  the  measures 
adopted  liere.  This  Is  borne  out  by 
two  distinguished  forestry  experts  of 
that  country  and  must  be  not  only 
gratifying  to  the  minister  of  lands, 
Hon.  V\'.  R.  Ross,  who  l.s  responsible 
for  the  policy  now  In  force  in  British 
Columbia,  and  to  the  ofllcials  of  die 
foresto'  branch  of  the  department,  but 
will  Inspire  , confidence  in  the  minds  of 
the  people  oC  the  province.  It  will 
assure  them  tliat  this  great  source  of 
national  weaU'li  Is  now  in  course  of 
being  conserved  and  protected  bo  that 
it  will  be  an  asset  for  all  time,  from 
which  a  constantly-increasing  revenue 
will  come  botii  to  the  government  and 
to  the  people  at  large  In  Its  wise  ex- 
jrloitation. 

The  gentlemen  who  are  out  here  at 
Che  instance  of  their  government  are 
Prof.  Gunnar  Anderson,  who  holds  the 
chair  of  trade  and  commerce  in  the 
Tcclmical  University  at  Stockholm,  and 
Dr.  Antircas  Holmgren,  who  is  in 
charge  of  one  of  the  njsfny  districts  In 
the  forest  service.  They  are  making 
a  tour  of  .the  several  countries  of  the 
globe  in  order  to  get  an  Idea  of  their 
timber  resources  and  the  place  they 
will  occupy  in  the  future  production  of 
timber  of  the  world.  Arriving  here  on 
Saturday  morning  the  visitors  were 
taken  up  tho  Island  at  the  request  of 
the. minister  of  lands  by  Chief  Forester 
Macmillan  as  far  as  the  Cowichan  dis- 
trict, and  there  they  were  shown  some 
of  the  magnificent  timber  for  which 
the  whole  province  is  noted  but  the 
flaicM  specimens  of  whicli  are  undoubt- 
edly to  be  seen  on  Vancouver  Island. 
They ~  spent  the  entire  day  in  driving 
through  the  district,  frequently  get- 
ting out  of  tho  motor  oar  to  make  a 
closer  examination  of  the  timber,  and 
they  were  loud  In  their  praise  of  all 
they  saw.  They  returned  to  the  city 
on  Sunday  and  loft  for  the  mainland  in 
the   evening.

Borden's  clear  and  definite  statements 
as  to  the  stand  of  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment on  the  navy  (question  have  been 
generally  approved  by  the  British  public 
and  have  been  almost  unanimously 
commended  both  in  and  out  of  the 
House."  said  Hon.  George  E.  Foster, 
minister  of  trade  and  commerce,  who  re- 
turned today  from  England,  where  he 
has  been  attending  the  first  session  of 
the    Imperial    Trade    Commission. 

"Mr.  Borden  made  it  clear,"  he  went 
on,  "that  Canada  has  irrevocably  made 
up  her  mind  to  stand  with  the  empire 
both  in  fair  as  well  as  foul  weather,  and 
that  In  any  grave  emergency  she  would 
do  her  duty.  He  also  made  it  plain  that,  . 
for  a  permanent  policy,  a  basis  would ' 
have  to  be  settled  upon  of  co-operation 
In  aid  of  Imperial  defence  with  h.  eon- 
auUlng  voice  for  Canada.  Mr.  Borden's 
statements  were  well  defined  and  i 
think  the  British  people  appreciated 
them. 

"The  conferences  which  were  held 
with  the  Admiralty  and  the  imperial 
defence  committee  were  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  information  and  find-  , 
ing  out  the  real  state  ftf  affairs.  The 
question  will  now  have  to  be  shifted 
to  this  side  of  the  water  and  consid- 
ered by  the  whole  cabinet,  and  it  will 
be  impossible  to  make  any  statement 
for  some  time.  Some  In  the  old  country 
evidently  expected  an  immediate  state- 
ment, but  this  was  neither  possible  nor 
desirable." 

'Very   Htucb   to    the   rore 

Canada,  Mr.  Foster  said,  was  very 
much  to  the  fore  at  the  present  mo- 
ment and  the  visit  of  the  Canadian 
premier  and  ministers  has  created  an 
enormous  amount  of   interest. 

"I    notice,"    he   added,    "a  very  decided 
change    In   public   opinion   in   the   United 
Kingdom.      The   importance   of  the   over- 
seas   dominions    has    become    more    fully  : 
realized.    Great    Britain    appreciates    the  i 
wonderful  resources  of   tho  colonies  and 
the   rich    fields   for  development  in  Can- 
ada,  Australia  and   South  Africa.      It   is  . 
realized    that    they    are    now    important  '• 
factors  in   the  etnpTre's  future  and  there 
is    a    strong    sentiment    in    favor    of    co- 
operation   with    the    overseas    dominions ; 
in    working    out    the    empira's    destiny.  ; 
The   feeling   that  the  colonies  are  weak 
and    unimportant    Is    gone."

Mr.  Foster  made  the  interesting  an- 
nouncement that  he  would  go  to  Aua- 
tralia  in  February  to  complete  nego- 
tiations   for   a   preferential    treaty.

he    is    to    sail      again    for      Sngland    in 
October   to   take  part  in  the  sittings  at  j 
the   Imperial   Trade   Commission,    which  \ 
will   last  until  December.     In  Februaijrl 
he  will  go  to  Australia,  and  on  March  1. 
the   commission  will  meet  In  New  Zea~ 
land,    going    thence   to   Auatralia. -After 
visiting   Australia,   the   commleeion  will 
sit  either  in  South  Afriea  or  Canada.

The 
moment  a  fire  was  discovered  the  alarm 
was  rals.-d  and  the  warden  gathered  ft 
fire- fighting  force  from  among  the  peo- 
ple around.-  By  law  every  household 
was  compelled  to  furnish  one  of  Us 
number  foc.lhis  purpose  but  ther*" 
was  no  dlfflctilty  found  In  securing  aid. 
so  thoroughly  had  the  people  been 
educated  to  the  duty  of  protecting  the 
forests.  Th«  prlvat*  owners  of  tlm-ber 
nre«LS  willingly  co-operated  with  the 
government   In    the    work.

The  South  .Saanich  munlflpal  round 
at  its  meeting  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
adopted  the  tax  rale  by  law,  fixing  a 
general  rate  of  eight  mills  and  a  school 
rate  of  one  and  one-half  millp,  which, 
on  the  assessment,  will  proiluce  the

British  Columbia  needs  a  farming 
;u  ijulatlon.  We  think  it  will  be  admlt- 
uil  that,  speaking  generally,  large  In- 
ilivldual  holdings  are  not  desirable  In 
this  province.  Small  farms,  cultivated 
intensively,  will  yield  the  best  results. 
Wc  think,  also,  that  the  failure  ot  the 
pre-emption  system  will  be  conceded 
by  most  people.  In  some  instances  it 
has  led  to  success,  but  there  Is  not 
much  Inducement  for  pre-emption.  It  is 
H  system,  which  commends  Itself  chiefly 
lu  men  of  small  means,  and  a  man  of 
small  means  has  a  long  up-hlil  strug- 
};lu  on  a  new  farm.  There  are  thou- 
.•jands  of  persons  of  small  or  moderate 
m.-aiis,  who  could  buy  farms  ready  for 
1  plousiJ.  if  they  could  get  them  on 
reasonable  terms.  It  ft  dlfHcult  to  get 
them.  Karin  produce  is  one  of  the 
most  pressing  needs  .  of  the  province. 
We  .^j-nd  away  millions  of  dollars  every 
ytar  for  what  we  can  raise  at  home. 
These  are  fundamental  facts,  and  It  Is 
just  as  well  to  look  them  squarely  In 
the    face. 

We  suggest  that  the  time  has  come 
for  tlie  consideration  by  the  provincial 
government  of  a  plan  for  land  clearing. 
Wc  propose  tentatively  a  plan.  Let  us 
s<iif»pose  that  an  area  of,  say.  1600  acres 
n  taken,  and  is  divided  as  nearly  as 
possible  into  40-acre  farms.  In  lajins 
uut  such  an  area,  through  a  timbered 
country,  regard  ought  to  be  paid  to 
file  conformation  of  the  land.  The  roads 
through  It  should  be  located  so  as  to 
secure  the  best  grades,  straight  lines 
being  disregarded  when  necessary.  The 
lots  would  vary  slightly  In  sixe  as  tlic 
exigency  of  the  case  required.  Let  half 
the  area  be  cleared,  that  \js  SOO  acres, 
in  Buoh  a  manner  that  half  of  each 
lot  shall  be  cleared  and  made  ready 
for  the  plough.  Let  it  be  estimated 
tliat.  taking  one  acre  with  another,  tlie 
government  would  be  able  to  clea.r  and 
sell  the  land  at  $150  an  acre  without 
loss.  This  ought  to  be  possible.  Our 
idea  is  that  the  cost  of  clearinj?  .should 
be  put  altogether  nnd  ho  divided  by 
the  number  of  acren  <  learp<l,  ao  ns  to 
make  the  cost  chargeable  against  it  all 
at  the  same  rate.  Then  let  thr  land 
be  sold  to  settlers  on  ten-year  piiy- 
menU,  charging  $10  an  acre  for  Ok- 
uncleared  part  of  each  lot.  A  40-acre 
farm  would,  therefore,  be  .«old  for 
$3200,  that  Is  20  acres  cleared  at  $150, 
1.1000;  20  acres  uncleored.  $200.  Pay- 
ment for  this  could  be  extended  over 
10  years  with  interest  at  4  per  cent, 
per  annum,  the  purchaser  to  have  the 
option  of  paying  for  It  more  rapidly 
If  he  saw  fit.  The  government  would 
then  be  In  a  poaltlon  to  offer  ^  settler 
a  farm  ready  for  the  plough,  upon 
whicto  ha  could  »o  without  paying  a 
alnfla  dollar.  He  could  put  what  money 
na  mivtat  have  into  buildings,  stock 
and  Improvemanta.  and  at  the  end  of 
th«  «r«t   yaar  all    he   would   be   obll»a<J 


could  pay  as  much  mere  aa  he  wished, 
but  as  he  would  have  10  years  credit, 
he  would  not  be  obllRed  lo  do  so-  The 
terms  of  his  tenure  might  be  that  he 
would  be  required  to  pay  yearly  Instal- 
ments. Most  settlers  would  prefer  to  do 
thin  after  the  first  year,  so  aa  lo  get 
their  titles  as  soon  aif  possible.  Argu- 
ment is  hardly  necessary  to  prove  that 
If  such  ready  made  farms  were  avail- 
able on  the  terms  mentioned  they 
would  speedily   be   taken   up. 

It  has  been  objected  by  some  that, 
if  the  government  is  golnK  to  provide 
ready-made  farms  in  the  timbered 
areas.  It  ouglit  to  hold  Itself  ready  to 
do  the  same  thing  in  the  seml-arld 
areas.  We  do  not  admit  t!.e  force  of 
this  argument  as  a  reason  for  not  deal- 
ing with  the  timbered  areas.  It  may 
be  that  the  semi-arid  areas  can  be 
dealt  witli  In  a  similar  way.  This  re- 
fiuircs  more  lavestigallon  than  we

fanner,  already  established.  In  extend- 
ing his  cultivable  area.  '  But  this  la 
quite  a  dlfterent  proposition  from  that 
which  v('e  are  suggesting.  It  may  be 
quite  feasible  for  the  government  or  a 
rural  municipality  to  provide  a  \pjd- 
clearing  plant  and  place  it  at  the  dis- 
posal of  farmers  under  <  certain  condi- 
tions, the  actual  cost  of  operating  the 
plant  in  any  case  to  l>e  charged  against 
the  owner,  of  the  land  and  be  made 
payable  by  him  in  Instalments  bear- 
ing inteVest.  A  plan  of  that  kind  could 
be  worked  out  easily  enough.  But  de- 
sirable as  itj»might  be,  it  would  not 
take  the  place  of  what  we  are  propos- 
ing, which  is  a  plan  whereby  new  set- 
tlers can  be  secured. 

We  venture  to  suggest  to  the  minis- 
ter of  lands  and  his  colleagues  tihCit 
they  might  do  well  to  think  over  what 
has  been  said  above.  There  may  be 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  carrying  out 
the  suggested  policy,  which  do  not  oc- 
cur to  us;  but  we  feel  very  strongly 
that  such  a  line  of  action  "would  be 
fruitful   of   the   best   results. 

Since  the  above  was  written  wo  have 
had  a  letter-  from  a  correspondent,  who 
says  he  Is  a  married  man,  and  asks 
what  chance  there  is  for  him,  earning 
as  he  does,  |3  a  day,  working  for  the 
city,  to  get  enough  money  ahead  to 
take  up  a  pre-emption.  Frankly  speak- 
ing, we  do  not  think  his  chance  Is  very 
good.  But  what  would  he  think  If  he 
could  get  a  farm  of  40  acres,  a  part  of 
which  was  made  ready  for  the  plough? 
If  only  five  acres  were  cleared,  he  could 
get  the  farm  for  $1,000,  probably,  and 
if  ho  had  ten  years  to  pay  for  It,  he 
ought  to  have  no  trouble  to  get  ak>ng, 
especially  as  he  could  at  the  outset  get 
a  little  money  by  road-making  In  his 
own  neighborhood.

Ills  Britannic  Majesty  agrees  to  grant 
the  liberty  of  the  Catholic  rclipipn  to 
the  lnhabltant.««  of  Canada,  he  will  con- 
sequently, give  the  most  effectual  or- 
ders tliat  his  new  Boman  Catholic  sub- 
jects may  profess  the  worship  of  their 
religion  according  to  the  rites  of  tl.e 
FiomHn  Catliolic  church,  as  far  a.i  the 
laws   of   Great   Britain   permit.

Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  bhe 
case  of  a  Dominion  government  official, 
in  a  position  of  considerable  responsi- 
bility, who  has  to  live  as  best  he  can 
on  a  salary  of  $85  a  month.  We  shall 
not  be  more  specific  than  this,  and  we 
assume  that  there  are  other  cases  of 
equal  hardship.  We  do  not  believe  the 
people  of  Canada  wish  their  public  ser- 
vants to  be  kept  on  starvation  salaries. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  public  offices 
should  be  filled  by  competent  men,  and 
that  such  men  have  no  inducement  to 
remain  in  a  position  if  they  are  not 
paid  enough  to  give  a  decent  living,  re- 
quires no  argument.  There  Is  no  use 
in  saying  that  officials  who  think  they 
are  lU-pa4d  have  only  to  resign,  and  that 
there  are  plentj-  of  others  ready  to  take 
their  places.  In  the  first  place,  the  gov- 
ernment ought  not  to  make  the  public 
service  attractive  only  to  cheap  men. 
In  the  next  place  it  Is  grossly  unfair 
to  a  member  of  the  civil  service  to  tell 
•him  to  get  out,  if  he  cannot  live  decent- 
ly on  his  salary.  A  young  man  enters 
the  public  service  with  salary  enough 
for  a  boy. '  He  keeps  on  expecting  pre- 
ferment, which  comes  In  the  course  of 
time,  perhaps.  He  gets  old  enough  to 
think  of  marriage,  and  if  he  yields  to 
that  not  unnatural  desire  of  mankind, 
he  sentences  himself  and  hla  wife  to  a 
life  of  constant  struggle,  unless  he  is  one 
of  the  lucky  minority  who  fill  the  high- 
er offices.  If  children  come,  his  condl- 
tlon  becomes  worse.  Perhaps  at  35  he 
finds  himself  with  a  wife  and  three 
children,  who  must  be  housed  and  cloth- 
ed respectably.  He  gets  about  the  same 
pay  as  the  man  who  sweeps  the  streets. 
He  finds  the  struggle  a  hard  one.  .Sup- 
pose he  resigns.  His  position  Is  diffi- 
cuiti  for  he  has  been  trained  In  a  nar- 
row official  groove  that  does  not  fit  Into 
any  part  of  the  mechanism  of  general 
business.  Public  servants  ought  to  be 
paid  wliat  their  services  are  wortti,  not 
what  others  will  take  the  Jobs  for. 
This  country  Is  rich  enough  to  give 
those  who  work  for  it  enough  .salary  to 
enable  them  to  live  decenliy.

.Speaking  of  the  suggestion  that  the 
naval  question,  as  it  affects  ''anada.

We  are  not  as  yet  advised  as  to  what 
Mr.  Borden  will  propose,  but  whatever 
It  may  be,  it  ought  to  be  discussed  on 
Its  merits.  Conservatives  o\ight  not  to 
support  It  merely  because  he  proposes 
It.  nor  ought  Liberals  to  oppose  It  for 
the  same  reason.  Very  naturally,  •  the 
great  majority  of  Conservatives  will  ac- 
cept  Mr.  Borden's  advice  on  this  ques- 
tion. He  has  had  exceptional  opportuni- 
ties of  ascertaining  what  are  the  needs 
of  the  occasion,  and  It  may  be  assumed 
that  he  will  address  himself  to  their 
consideration  with  no  other  object  than 
to  point  out  to  Canadians  how  they  can 
best  perform  a  .patriotic  duty.  Never- 
theless, there  Ijught  to  be  the  fullest 
and  freest  discussion.

The  monthly  report  of  the  Post  Office 
department  in  the  city,  like  every  other 
public  institution,  bears  witness  to  the 
growth  of  the  city  and  the  development 
of  Its  trade  and  enterprise.  This  Is  ac- 
centuated when  it  is  remehibered  that 
as  a  rule  post  office  transactions  are 
snifill  ones,  the  'humble  stamp  and  the 
small  money  order,  postal  note  and  sav- 
ings bank  deposit  figuring  principally, 
us  compared  with  the  larger  sums  which 
are  handled  by  the  banks;  and,  whereas 
In  Europe,  the  post  offices  have  a  mon- 
opoly of  the  small  parcel  and  package 
traffic,  here  It  is  a  Jealously  guarded 
asset  of  the  railways  through  their 
subsidiary    express   companies. 

During  the  month  Just  closed,  the 
Victoria  post  office  handled  money  of 
the  public  amounting  to  $196,498.45,  re- 
presenting 36,766  separate  transactions 
In  money  order.'^.  postal  notes,  registered 
letters  and  packages.  This  compares 
most  favorably  with  July.  1911.  being 
more  than  four  and  one-fourth  times 
the  amount  handled  then,  which 
was  $43,631.74.  covering  ?,3XjI  differing 
transactions. 

Of  course,  a  very  .small  part  of  these 
sums  are  revenue,  the  sale  of  stamp.s, 
newspaper  malls,  box  rentals  and  com- 
missions on  postal  notes  and  money  or- 
ders only  figuring  In  the  revenue,  and 
as  many  stamps  can  be  bought  for  a 
dollar,  the  rca.l  Increase  is  not  so  evid- 
ent In  the  figures  presented. 

The  most  remarkable  Increase  Is  In 
the  amount  of  money  Iransmlttod  to 
other  polnt.-5  by  the  office  for  the  pub- 
lic, the.  Increase  in  money  orders  being 
$34,493.68,  or  very  nearly  50  per  cent., 
while  the  amount  received  from  outside 
points  for  residents  or  transients  in  the 
city  was  about  24  per  c_-.-. t.  sreater 
than  'during  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year.  The  only  fnlling  off  was 
in  the  savings  tiank  depiiriment,  the  de- 
crease H mounting  to  $S90.

Island  Xiumber 
Beasley.  superintendent  of  the  Island 
branch  of  the  C.  P.  R..  repurte  that  the 
big  mill  of  the  United  Lumber  nnd 
Shingle  company  at  Nanoose  will  bo 
completed  and  operations  commenced 
In  the  middle  of  next  month.  This 
ha.ve  a  dally  capacity  of  140,000  feet. 
At  Alberni.  as  the  result  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railroad,  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Lumber  company  have  com- 
menced operations  with  the  new  plant, 
which  has  a  dally  capacity  of  lOO.Oflo 
feet  and  several  other  firms  are  nego- 
tiating  for  privileges. 

Conservative  picnic — The  transporta- 
tion and  music  committee  of  the 
Con8erva.tlve  i\lcnlc  committee  has 
complMed  all  arrangementa  for  tlie' 
celebration  on  .\ugust  17.  The  prizes 
oftered  greatly  exceed  those  of  last 
year  both  in  value  and  numbers,  the 
many  friends  of  the  party  having  con- 
tributed most  generously.  Mr.  Millar, 
of  the  Gijldstrcim  hotel  and  park, 
has  made  arrangements  to  have  the 
road  from  the  station  to  the  Goldstream 
plelMi  oile<l.  thus  doing  away  with  the 
chief  discomfort  of  plcnlcers  who  visit 
yearly  this  popular  holiday  centre.  The 
secretary  has  received  advices  that 
from  sill  tiie  constituencies  on  the 
Island  a  largo  number  will  be  prosfui. 
Teams  from  most  of  the  Island  ridings 
have  entered  for  the  tug-of-war  con- 
test. 

Island  Railway  "Work — Good  progress 
Is  being  made  by  the  Island  brarurh  of 
the  C.  P.  R.  in  the  construction  work 
on  the  Courtney  extension,  the  riglit 
of  way  having  been  cut  through  to  tn  • 
Courtney  river.  Grading  is  being 
pushefl  from  both  ends  and  about  eight 
miles  completed  at  the  eastern  end. 
Some  idea  of  the  timber  Iti  this  coun- 
try* can  be  obtained,  when  It  is  learned 
that  besides  the  smaller  and  less  valu- 
able tinvber  burned  to  remove  It.  there 
Is  sllil  about  sixteen  million  feet  of 
merchantable  lOgs  to  be  removed  from 
the  right  ot  wa.v.  This  the  Island 
Lumber  company  have  contracted  lo 
do.  While  the  Cowlchan  branch  is  not 
completed,  the  rails  are  laid  on  this 
branch  and  the  settlers  are  already 
profitins  by  the  carriage  of  freight 
over  the  road,  but  as  the,  road  is  as 
yet  not  equipped  for  pAssonger  trafflo 
and  as  agents  have  not  yet  been  ftp- 
pointed  the  road  is  able  at  present  to 
handie  only   full    carload   lots. 

Naw  Health  Begulatlons — Now  regu- 
lations lovcrlng  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  stables  wiliiin  the  city 
limits  were  adopted  by  tlie  city  council 
last  night,  when  the  public  health  bylaw 
amendment  bylaw  was  put  thiougli  its 
various  stupes.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  stables  are  made  considerably 
.stricter  than  lias  hitherto  been  the  case. 
A  provision  has  also  been  inserter!  re- 
lative lo  lodging  houses,  pr'^ovidlng  that 
no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  or 
suffer  lo  be  occupied,  a  room  of  a  mean 
helglit  of  less  than  seven  feet  or  which 
does  not  contain  at  all  times  432  cubic 
feet  of  air  space  for  each  person  occu- 
p>ing  It  and  fifty-four  superficial  feet 
of  floor  space.  Provision  for  adctjuate 
sanitary  arrangement  and  window  space 
is  also  provided.  This  regulation  Is 
(■appcially  directed  at  lodglntr  houses 
which  at  present  lioiise  large  numbers 
of  foreigners,  the  crowded  condition  of 
wllch  la  giving  the  city  lnspi?clor?!  much 
trouble. 

Advocate  Pnbllo  Abbatoir — The  ne- 
cessity of  the  erection  of  a  public  ab- 
batolr  or  slaughter  house,  a  question 
which  three  years  ago  wtis  fully  dis- 
cussed by  committees  of  the  city  and 
neighboring  mwnlclpBl  councils,  was 
again  brought  before  the  city  coimcii 
last  night  when  the  B.  C.  Market  com- 
pany called  attention  to  the  need  of 
sorne  place  where  animals  could  be 
slaughtered  for  local  consumption.  It 
was  pointed  out  that,  having  purchased 
a  number  of  live  sheep  In  the  neighbor- 
ing Islands,  the  company  deslj;cp  to 
slaughter  them  In  the  city,  but  existing 
regulations  prohibit  this.  If,  the  Com- 
pany suggests,  the  bylaw*  prohibit  such 
killing,  the  city  should  provide  a  public 
slaughter  house,  ae  it  le  detrimental  to 
the  butcher  bualnees  not  to  be  able  to 
kill  within  the  city  limits  and  thus 
provide  .itrletly  fresh  meat  to  customers. 
A  publle  elaughter  house  wopld  give  the 
city  health  officials  an  opportunity  of 
examinlnc  the  meal  offered  for  sale  to 
the  publle.  The  oompahy'a  pfveetton 
will  be  referred  to  the  henttn  coukem- 
MKi  ft  tb*  oouftdU  for  rapttrt.

Tlic  under- 
ground conduits  and  IfUerals  on  Douglas 
street  from  HilLside  avenue  to  Herald 
street,  are  being  installed,  but  this  work 
is  being  more  or  less  held  up  by  reason 
of  the  fact  tliat  until  the  fill  between 
Chatham  and  Herald  streets  is  made, 
the  laterals  cannot  be  laid.  Conduits 
are  a!.so  being  laid  between  Hlllsldo 
avenue  and  the  city  limits  for  the  arc- 
lighting  system.  On  Dallas  road  the 
underground  work  Is  also  being  carried 
out. 

At  present  the  city  i.«!  paying  the 
B.  C.  Electric  company  about  $1,000  per 
month  for  power  from  the  Jordan  River 
plant  of  the  company.  The  power  Is 
beinp  .secured  at  one-half  the  price  It 
formerly  cost  when  the  city  was  pro- 
ducing Its  own  power  by  steam.  ir. 
addition,  about  twice  thf  amount  of 
power  Is  being  used  now,  tho  extension 
Of  the  clustei-llshting  system  calling 
for  lncrea.sed  consumption  for  street 
lighting    purposes.

RELIC  OF  EARLY  DAYS 


Workmen    IJnaarth      Section      of      City's 

Pioneer    "Water    Works    Syatem 

on    a-ovammont    Straet 

A  relic  of  Victoria's  early  waterworks 
systBJn  was  unearthed  yesterday  on 
Government  'street,  v.'hen  -workmen,  in 
excavating  for  the  installation  of  a 
larger  water  service  to  the  New  Eng- 
land hotel,  uncovered  one  of  the  old 
wooden  water  pipes,  which  for  years 
carried  the  early  water  supply  from 
what  was  then  known  as  Harris'  pond, 
situated  near  tlie  head  of  Pandora  av- 
enue, near  the  present  property  of  Major 
Dupont.  The  ^Ipe,  a  fine  specimen  of 
ilio  fir  txee,  with  the  bark  and  wood  be- 
neath It  in  an  excellent  state  of  pres- 
ervation, sound  and  hard,  had  a  lour- 
Inoh  hole  borod  throughout  Its  entir<i 
length,  and,  with  other  lengths  treated, 
In  similar  manner,  formed  the  primitive 
distribution  system  of  the  early  water 
service. 

The  main  wa.«i  laid  In  1862,  when  the 
first  waterworks  system  was  installed 
here,  the  leading  pipe  line  coming  down 
I'amlora  avenue  to  Government  i^trcet. 
Laterals  to  the  then  few  consumers 
wpre  also  of   wood. 

History  does  not  relate  whether  the 
supply  at  times  became  so  limited  that 
lawn  sprinkling  was  regulated  as  at 
present,  or  that  there  was  anylhinf 
known  of  reservoirs  afflicted  with 
"seepagps,"  or  even  that  consumers  who 
defied  the  regulations  had  their  service 
cut  off.  But  the  system,  in  those  days, 
■wan  one  in  which  the  residents  of  the 
city  took  no  little  pride.

Cruising  through  Oceania  on  the  Cas- 
co, he  assembled  the  materials  for  that 
grim  little  masterpleoe,  "The  Ebh  Tide" 
for  "The  Wrecker"  md  In  the  South 
Seas." 

Many  of  his  best  letters  in  the  col- 
lected edition  were  written  as  he  sat 
squat-legged  on  the  Casco's  sun- 
bleached   decks. 

He  delighted  In  telling  how  her 
trim  lines  and  smart  rig  made  her  the 
wonder  of  the  Polynesian  year;  how 
island  beauties,  scantily  clad,  slid  over 
the  red  plush  cushions  of  her  white 
and  gold  cabins  for  siheer  Joy  in  the 
lu-vury   of  the  sensation. 

■Rut  now  no  more  of  that.  The  one- 
time yacht,  vessel  of  liter-iry  adven- 
ture, and  sealer,  will,  if  the  expected 
deal  Is  completed,  wallow  Into  port 
with  her  waist  foil  of  shimmering 
halibut.
